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Two men, Heinz Kamphern (59), of 
Thornhill, Ont., and Harold Kamphern (30) 
of R.R. 2 Caledonia, were attacked and 
mauled by a 100 pound bear that had 
rabies just north of Madoc at 5:00 a.m. last 
Thursday, May 31st. The two men were 
camping on Lot 10, Concession 6, when 
they were awakened by strange noises 
outside their tent. Harold Kamphern went 
out of the tent to investigate and was 
confronted by a young, enraged bear that 
bit him on the right leg. Harold's father, 
Heinz. had remained in the tent and, after 
the bear attacked his son, it returned to the 
tent and began chewing and tearing at the 
tent. Mr. Kamphern received minor 
scratches and bruises on his back before 
the bear finally fled the scene. Both men 
were taken to Belleville General Hospital 
and treated for their wounds before they 
were released. 

Constable Bob Bruce, of the Madoc 
Provincial Police detachment, began a 
search for the bear and located it 
approximately one hour later as it was 
leaving the basement of a house owned by 
Keith Masters. The bear attacked 
Constable Bruce and subsequently had to 
be shot. Upon investigation, numerous 
porcupine quills were found ia the face and 
paws of the bear and this was originally 
thought to be the reason for the bear's 
attack. However, as a precaution, the 
bear's head was severed and sent to the 
Federal Department of Agriculture, Health 
of Animals Branch, where it was tested for 
rabies. On Friday, Frank Cheshire, district 
biologist with the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, confirmed that the bear indeed 
was infected with rabies and the two 
campers would be forced to undergo a 
series of rabies shots. Mr. Cheshire did not 
feel that the bear would have contracted 
the disease through the quills of the

Agriculture and Food Minister Bill 
Newman has released the details of the 
Ontario Farm Productivity Incentive 
Program. The program, which was 
announced in the Speech from the Throne 
in February, will provide grants to 
qualifying farmers for soil management 
projects and certain production facilities. 

In the soil management category, 
eligible projects include erosion control 
devices, such as grassed waterways and 
terraces; manure storage systems for both 
liquid and dry manure; and alternate 
livestock watering. facilities which will 
protect the quality of adjacent water- 
courses. Also, grants are available to farm 
associations for educational or demonstra- 
tion projects in any of these three 
categories. This part of the program will be 
supervised by the Soil and Crop 
Improvement Association. 

Grants for erosion control and alterna- 
tive watering cover 40 percent of the 
eligible expenditures to a maximum of 
$1,500. For manure systems, the grant is 
40 percent up to $3,000. The maximum 
aggregate grant for erosion control, 
alternative watering, and manure systems 
is $3,000. Special arrangements for 
assistance with educational or demonstra- 
tion projects must be made through the 
ministry or the local Soil and Crop 
Improvement Association. 

To be eligible, a farmer's principal 
residence must be in Ontario and he must 
either own or lease the land on which the 
improvement is to be made. In addition, 
gross agricultural income from the farm 
must be at least $8,000 for the 12 months

preceding the application. Partnerships 
and corporations are also eligible, with the 
maximum grant being the same as for- 
individuals. 

In the production facilities category, all 
beginning farmers are eligible. Also, 
farmers who did not use the full $3,000 
available to them under the old capital 
grants program may qualify for the unused 
portion. 

Structures covered by this part of the 
program are buildings to house fur bearing 
animals;dairy, hog, beef, sheep and 
poultry barns; fruit and vegetable storage 
structures; grain and feed storage 
facilities; greenhouses; maple syrup 
structures; milk houses, mushroom 
houses; silos; tile drainage and tobacco 
kilns. 

The grants cover 40 percent of the 
eligible costs to a maximum of $3,000. 
Partnerships and corporations are also 
eligible for these grants on same terms as 
individuals. 

The Farm Productivity Incentive Pro- 
gram began in April and will run until 
March 31, 1984. A brochure containing full 
details of eligible projects and application 
procedures will be available soon from 
local offices of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food.

Three year 
Stabilization 
plan for 
winter wheat 


Agriculture and Food Minister Bill 
Newman has announced the introduction of 
a three-year income stabilization plan for 
winter wheat to run from 1979 to 1981. 

_The Farm Income Stabilization Commis- 
sion of Ontario designed the plan in 
consultation with the Ontario Winter 
Wheat Producer’s Marketing Board. 

The plan will provide for a support) price 
equal to 95 percent of the five-year average 
market price adjusted for cash costs. 
Producers will contribute one-third of the 
cost with the provincial government 
contributing the remainder. A separate 
account will be established for each 
participant. Earned bank interest will 
accrue to each account and, if no payout is 
made in any year, the balance in the 
account will be applied against. the next 
year of the plan. At the end of the 
three-year period, the balance in each 
account, fees plus interest, will be returned 
to the participant. 

Application forms and an explanatory 
brochure will be mailed on June 1 to 28,000 
growers registered with the wheat board. 
Forms and fees should be returned by July 
1. Provision will be made for new growers 
wishing to enter during the course of the 
plan. 

Furthér information is available from 
any local office of the Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food.

living monuments to Riel 


With a bit of luck, Louis Riel could have 
had a different place in history--as a great 
statesman perhaps, or even a Father of 
Confederation. 

But, he was hanged, so is remembered, 
instead, as a dreamer, a lunatic, a martyr, 
a rebel or a hero depending on who you are 
and whom you have read, 

His sad story. is vividly recalled at 


Batoche, Saskatchewan (a national historic” 


site) and in the town of Duck Lake. Riel was 
born in 1844 at St. Boniface, Manitoba, the 
son of Louis Riel, a Metis miller, and Julie 
Lagimodiere, daughter of Marie-Anne 
Gaboury, the first white woman in the 
West. 

Being better educated than most other 
men in the West, he was chosen in 1869 to 
lead the protest over the sale of the 
territory to the Canadian government by 
the Hudson’s Bay Company without any 
consultation with the loeal population. 

The Metis were convinced their 
language and religion were threatened 
under the government of Sir John A. 
Macdonald. 

Riel formed a provisional government to 
fight the Canadian government’s plan to 
take over the West and subdivide it into 
lots to be occupied mainly by settlers from 
the East. 

He succeeded in persuading Ottawa to 
create the province of Manitoba instead of 
holding the West as.a colony of Canada and 
567,000 ha (1.4 million acres) were set 
aside for the Metis. 

But, without Riel who had been banished 
to Montana for his part in the death of an 
Ontario man, the uneducated Metis were 
easy prey for land speculators: from the 
East and most of them sold their land for a 
pittance. 

They moved farther west and north and 
many either settled down or roamed the 
area near the junction of the North and 
South Saskatchewan Rivers. 

They had no legal rights to these lands 
and when the Canadian government failed 
to respond to their pleas for recognition, 
they called on Louis Riel again. 

He returned from exile in 1884, settled at 
Batoche, and became a _ moderate 
spokesman for the Metis and many white 
settlers equally unhappy with the central 
government. 

Riel again challenged the authority of 
the Canadian government who called on 
the.North West Mounted Police to protect 
its interests. 

In a first clash at Duck Lake the Metis 
under Gabriel Dumont, soundly defeated 
the Mounties. The army was called in and 
placed under Majoy-General Frederick 
Middleton. ; 

The army was ambushed at Fish Creek 
on its way to Batoche. Middleton lost 
several men in this brief skirmish but the 
final attack on Batoche was only 


od Hal 
ith much better equipment, including 
a ship and two Gatling guns, the Canadian 


army deteated the Metis after four days of 
bitter fighting. Near the end, the Metis 
were reduced to filling their muzzle- 
loaders with nails and gravel. 

Dumont escaped to Montana where he 
joined ‘‘Buffalo Bill’’ Cody’s Wild West 
troupe as a trick rider and sharpshooter. 

Riel surrendered, was tried for treason 

and hanged at Regina on Nov. 16, 1885. 
His grave is in the St. Boniface Basilica 
churchyard in Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
_ Today, little is left in the fields of 
Batoche to show an important battle took 
place here. It’s as if they had hanged Riel 
and then buried Batoche only to revive 
both years later. 

Most trenches and parapets have been 
filled or levelled by the erosion of time and 
only part of Middleton’s zareba, the 
palisaded enclosure where he retreated 
after each successive attack, has been 
preserved. 

The rectory, with bullet holes still 
showing, and the St-Antoine-de-Padoue 
Church are still there. The rectory has been 
turned into a museum and it contains many 
items that tell the sad story.of Louis Riel 
and the Metis people. 

The area is now a national historic site 
and several plaques guide and inform the 
visitor. 

A monument to the memory of the 
Batoche heroes was erected in 1901 in the 
small cemetery facing the church. 

The inscription reads: ‘‘Monument eleve 
a la memoire des Metis tombes en 1885."’ 
Also engraved on the monument are names 
such as Carriere, Parenteau, Trottier, 
Letendre, Dejarlais, Laframboise and 
others. X 

Many of their descendants still live in 
the area which still remains predominantly 
French. 

The closest town to Batoche is Duck 
Lake, itself an historical place well worth a 
visit. It is 11 km (7 miles) west of Batoche. 

An interesting way to go from Batoche to 
Duck Lake, or vice versa, is by way of the 
free ferry across the South Saskatchewan 
River at St. Laurent-de-Grandin. It’s ready 
to ‘‘sail’’ whenéver a car. shows up. 

The Duck Lake Historical Museum is 
filled with relics of the Riel Rebellion as 
well as Indian artifacts, and pioneer 
equipment. 

Visitors who enter the. museum are 
welcomed by a.‘‘self-educated”’, bilingual 
parrot who shouts ‘‘Hello, Bonjour’ and 
then, whether or not you are a pretty girl, 
blasts the shrillest wolf’s whistle heard in 
the West. 

About 3 km (2 miles) from Duck Lake 
stands a small village built in 1972 for the 
movie Alien Thunder. It starred Donald 
Sutherland and Chief Dan George and told 
the story of the Indian outlaw Almighty 
Voice. : 

The village is a replica of the Duck Lake 
of 1895 and is being turned into a 
provincial historic park. 

The tiny jail from which Almighty Voice 
escaped has been transported in one place 
to a permanent spot behind the Duck Lake 
Museum where it attracts many people. 

Fort Carlton, a former trading and police 
post 19 km (12 miles) west of Duck Lake, is 
being rebuilt and is a popular historic park. 

A high palisade and a museum today 
occupy the site by the North Saskatchewan 
River and, with time, the whole fort will be 
reconstructed. There is a campsite 
adjacent to the fort. 

Prince Albert, a modern city of 30,000 
with good hotels, restaurants and sho ing 
facilities, is the ideal base from which to 
explore Batoche, Duck Lake, Fort Carlton 
and other area attractions. It is 56 km (35 
miles) from Prince Albert to Duck Lake. 

Prince Albert is 363 km (226 miles) from 
the provincial capital, Regina, and 141 km 
(88 miles) from Saskatoon, the province's 
second city. 

It is served regularly by air from 
Saskatoon and Regina.

Contracts for cars 


Don't sign a contract to buy a car unless 
you're sure you're getting the best deal. 

Estella Cohan of the ministry of 
consumer and commercial relations said 
that many consumers have recently 
contacted the ministry's Consumer Infor- 
mation Centre to find out whether they can 
cancel the contract because they've found a 
better buy. “While we want to see 
consumers get the.best deal, they have to 
realize that a contract is legal and 
binding.” : 

Some buyers. think The Consumer 
Protection Act allows them to cancel the 
contract within two working days. “But 
they're mistaken. Only contracts signed 
away from the dealer's place of business 
may be cancelled,’’ she said. 

The Consumer Protection Act applies to 
contracts for goods or services worth $50 or 
more which will be paid for, delivered or 
performed at a later date. 

‘‘The best advice is to shop around first. 
Make sure the car is within your budget 
and the best bargain before you sign 
anything. And keep in mind that the 1980 
cars that are hitting the show rooms early 
this year are more expensive than the new 
1979 models.”’ 

Ms. Cohen also suggested that used car 
buyers check the car’s mileage with the 
previous owners to make sure the 
odometer has not been tampered with. 
‘Although the ministry has been laying 
charges against dealers who do this to 
conceal the true mileage, it still seems to 
be a prevalent problem.”’ : 

Before signing the contract, send $3, the 
licence plate number and the request for a 
list of previous owners to: Ministry of

This will also » 
provide you with the registration date. The 
date of manufacture on the compliance 
label of the vehicle’s door frame does not 
indicate how long the vehicle has been in 
use. 

Used car buyers should also use the 
consumer ministry’s personal property 
security registration system to make sure 
the previous owner hasn’t pledged the car 
as collateral against a debt. For more 
information contact the nearest land 
registry office, listed under Government of 
Ontario in your telephone book.

Therefore, those quotas become valu- 
able. Farmers who want to produce more 
eggs must ‘‘buy’’ someone else’s quota. 
And the research council figures those 

uotas cost between 9 and 14 cents a 

ozen. And those prices are built in to the 
retail price. 

If farmers can afford to pay that much for 
quotas, the study concludes, they must be 
getting too much for their aici making 
too much money. In other words, the 
formula used for setting the wholesale 
price of eggs is too high. 

The findings of the council have been 
pooh-poohed by people who support 
marketing boards. And let’s explain right 
now: all marketing boards in Canada an in 
Ontario do-not use quotas. Only half a 
dozen such as the egg board, the tobacco 
board, the broiler chicken board and the 
milk board use the quota system. In 
addition, quota-setting is as legal as speed 
limits.’ The legislation in this province 
clearly allows farm marketing boards to set 
quotas. Only a handful have taken

Boats will be 
sewage inspected 


With the. return of boating season, 
Environment Ontario inspectors will be 
examining boats for proper sewage 
facilities. Marinas will also visited to 
ensure that pump-out services and litter 
containers are provided. 

Ontario's regulations banned the dump- 
ing of sewage and garbage from pleasure 
crafts into the Province’s waterways in 
1969. The inspectors will be checking to 
ensure that all toilet-equipped boats are 
. fitted with holding systems or incineration 
devices that can only be legally emptied at 
marina pump-out stations. 

Owners and operators of boats found to 
be in compliance with provincial require- 
ments will be issued a sticker to show their 
boats have passed inspection. Owners and 
operators of boats that do not pass the 
inspe ‘tion can be issued a summary 
conviction ticket, and under Ontario's 
Boating Regulations, are liable to fines of 
uF to $5, on the first offence and 
$10,000 on subsequent offences. 

All pleasure boats in Ontario waters are 
subject to this regulation.

eight types of rock formations to be 
- investigated by 1982. While only on. of the 
eight rock types is being investigated in the 
Atikokan area, some of the other seven 
types also exist in the region. 

The process of selecting. a site for a 
demonstration disposal vault will not begin 
until the preliminary research is complete 
and the safety of the disposal concept has 
been established. This is expected to take 
at least until 1982. By that time, the, 
research will have identified perhaps as 
many as 100 of the 1,500 plutons known to 
exist in Ontario’s Canadian Shield as 
suitable for disposal sites. Full-scale— 
disposal will not take place until after the 
year 2,000. 

The specific research work to be 
performed near Atikokan involves air- 
borne, surface and subsurface investiga* 
tions of faults (cracks) and inter-block 
areas (places where two different types. of 
rock join) in two rock oe tte 
Dashwa Lake pluton, about 20 kilometres 
northwest of Atikokan, and the Marmion 

Lake pluton, about six kilometres northeast 
of the town. The work will include about 
2,000 metres of diamond drilling, which 
will likely be completed in the summer of 
1979. Follow-up work in the boreholes and 
analysis of the results will likely take a 
further 18 months. Full technical results of 
the research will be made public. 

The entire operation will be similar to a 
mining exploration venture. It is expected 
that some temporary local employment will 
be generated and the community may 
benefit to the extent of $100,000 to 
$250,000 worth of business per year during 
the two-year program.

Yet another toxic chemical, polybromi- 
nated biphenyls (PBBs) has been banned.. 
The necessary registration and publication 
‘of regulations in Part Il of the Canada 
Gazette took place on May 9. 

PBBs have been used in the past as fire 
retardant additives in some plastics and 
synthetic fibres. They have not been used 
in. Canada_since 1975. 

Polychlorinated terphenyls (PCTs) have, 
also been banned in Canada. recently. 

The first action to ban PBBs was taken 

by Environment Canada and the Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare following 
release of a report ‘‘Polybrominated 
Biphenyls in the Environment’’ in June 
1977, which indicated that PBBs are toxic, 
persist in the environment and accumulate 
in organisms. They have been found to 
affect adversely#the reproduction of birds 
and mammals and are extremely persistent 
in soils. g 

in 1973 in. Michigan (U.S.A.), PBBs 
contaminated livestock and farm produce 
through their accidental substitution for a 
farm feed supplement. The accident 
occurred because the bags containing the 
feed supplement and those containing 
PBBs, though correctly labelled, were 
similar in appearance. PBB-contaminated 
feed was sent to farmers and fed to 
livestock.

had been such a conflict. A motion was 
passed that council obtain an option to drill 
on the former Ross Clarke property. 

Deputy Reeve Kramp and Councillor 
Ash felt that a decision had to be made on 
the test drilling in order not to delay the 
well project. Councillor Ash agreed with 
obtaining an option to drill rather than an 
option to buy as this would save the cost of 
\a survey. Councillor Connerty advised that 
‘a portion of.this property that lies in the 
township had been rezoned by the County 
to allow Mr. Deline to build a garage. Mr. 
\Connerty’s concern in this regard was the 
‘possibility of contamination of a future 
well. Mr. Connerty also suggested the 
‘Council consider annexation in order to 
protect the possible future well from 
contamination from future’ development. 
‘Deputy Reeve Kramp stated that he felt 
isure that the ministries have seen such 
.problems develop and, as a result, are now 
very strict on matters of contamination of 
water supplies by industries. 

Councillor Connerty advised council that 
ihe had checked through old files and had 
‘found documented ‘proof that there was 
‘petroleum contamination in No. 2 well. 
Deputy Reeve Kramp stated that he had 
not received this information. Councillor 
Ash advised that information he had been 
given by the Reeve in this matter, was not 
the truth. The Clerk advised that the 1977 
No. 2 well water report had been reported 
to council when received. A motion was 
passed that No. 2 well has been 
contaminated with gasoline. 

This issue has been a long one, 
beginning immediately after the drilling of 
No. 2 well in 1971. In 1967, corrosion of the 
underground storage facilities at River's 
ESSO Service resulted in the loss of a 
significant volume of gasoline to the soil at 
the station. It was estimated that 
approximately 600 gallons of gasoline had . 
been lost and shortly hereafter, three wells \ 
in the area, including the Rivers’ well, 
began producing water contaminated with 


. gasoline. 


In August, 1971, the Ministry of the 
Environment initiated a study of the 
problem on the village and, besides 
checking the ground near the Rivers’ 
station. checks were carried out at 
Armstrong's B.P. service and proved that a 
leak existed in the service line from a 
1,000-gallon storage tank where. it was 
found that a T-joint in the plumbing was 
not sealed. It was discovered that a 
‘significant product loss was permitted 
during each use of the service line and had 
likely been faulty since the installation of 
the facility, some twenty years previous’ . 
The report went on to say that the soil in 
this area was ‘‘grossly contaminated with 
gasoline’ and that the ‘‘pumping cone of 
depression created by the municipal well 
influences a large area and would draw the 
gasoline contaminant toward the well from 
both spill areas which were 460 feet from 
the well,’’ thus causing contamination of 
the municipal well No. 2. 

In Ministry of Environment tests carried 
out subsequent to these discoveries, they 
reported that ‘‘the local ground-water is o! 
reasonable chemical quality for human 
consumption”’ and this seems to be where 
the issue lies, not whether the well 1s 
contaminated by gasoline, but whether the 
gasoline contaminated water from this well 
is fit for human consumption. Councillor 
Connerty was under the impression that 
the report stated that the municipal well 
No. 2 was ‘unfit for human consumption” 
although upon reading the report and 
checking with the Ministry of the 
Environment, | could not produce evidence 
that this was so. The report did’ state, 
however, that the water from the wells 
near Rivers’ Service Station, including the 
Rivers’ well, were unfit for human 
consumption. The test stated that the 
water from this well would ‘‘likely produce 
at least intermittent odours for 4 
considerable period of time.” 

In 1977, more tests were conducted by

Council discusses contamination 


the Ministry of the Environment with 
threshold odour tests being the chief 
method of testing. The threshold odour 
number is a dilution ratio or the number of 
times a sample must be diluted to give a 
diluted portion in which the odour is just 
detectable. For drinking waters, the values 
of T.O:N.’s should not exceed 3. The odour 
levels in the municipal well water ranged 
between T.O.N. values of 17 and 30 with an 
average value of 24. The conclusions of the 
report stated, “‘Traces of gasoline still 
persisted in the water from No. 2 municipal 
well. Well samples emitted distinct 
gasoline-like odours, even though the 
laboratory analysis failed to detect, 
quantitatively, any gasoline.’ There was 
no recommendation on the part of the 
Ministry of the Environment that the water 
from No. 2 municipal well was unfit for 
human consumption. 

The fact that this well has been 
restricted in use and quantity of water that 
can be pumped from it, has caused some 
alarm. However, it should be noted that 
the well’s use was restricted because it was 
draining other private wells in the vicinity 


and not because the water is contaminated 
by gasoline. 2a 

Our conclusion is that the water smells 
and tastes bad but, according to Doug 
Gtaham of the Ministry of Environment, he 
has not been instructed by his directors to 
consider the well unfit for human 
consumption. Mr. Graham stated, “‘it 
shouldn't affect people too much’,. 
However, upon his suggestion, the Madoc 
Review contacted Dr. Fisher at the 
Piette and Prince Edward Counties 
Health Unit and asked for his professional 
analysis. Dr. Fisher needed the test results 
from the Ministry of the Environment to 
give his opinion so the Review will be 
getting in touch with Dr. Fisher within the 
next two weeks to get his opinion. 

A motion was passed by Council that 
well No. 2 not be used for drinking water 
without authorization by a vote of council 
and that the public be notified if No. 2 well 
is used for that purpose only.

‘So far, PASS has not been successful in 
. g Northumberland and Newcastle to 
join the increasing list of Boards who have 
turned away from weed spraying. The 
Board has been assured by the Ministry of 
the Environment that 2,4D can be a safe 
and useful weed killer if used with 


rescribed care. PASS contends that even 
this has not been done; that children are 
not protected after yards are sprayed.

formed that 2,4D is going to be used. 
John Onderdock, from the Pesticide 
Controls Branch of the Ministry of the 
Environment, told the Star that \ after 
reviewing all current data on 2,4D,\ the 
agency cannot find any reason to restrict 
the school board from using the spray.

‘*We are constantly receiving informa- 
tion on studies done by Agriculture 
Canada, the Environmental tection 
Agency in the United States and other 
agencies, and we're convinced that there 
are no grounds for restricting 2,4D,”’ 
asserts Mr. Onderdonk. 

Mr. Onderdonk says that precautions 
like spraying only when wind speed is 
below seven miles per hour and when kids 
aren't around, and keeping the grounds 
clear of people for 24-48 hours immediately . 
after spraying increase the safety of the 
product. He added that he used the 
product himself in his own garden, and 
makes sure his children and pets stay away 
for the.prescribed period. 

Northumberland M.P.P. Russell Rowe 
concurs with Mr. Onderdonk in saying he 
believes the spray is safe. 

‘My position is that the Board is a 
locally elected body and they are basing 
their decision to spray on the best 
information possible. They are making a 
safe decision and I do not intend to 
interfere,’ he told the Star. 

Hastings pediatrician, Dr. Janet Camp- 
bell fails to see why the Board has decided 
‘oO spray now. 

‘*A few dandelions aren't going to hurt 
inybody. I'd hate to see kids roll around in .— 
he grass after they spray,’’ she says. 

She adds that all a doctor can do for the 
milder reactions of contact with 2,4D is to 
treat the symptoms. For more sever cases 
of herbicide poisoning it means an 


emergency trip to the hospital. 


Mrs. Yetman, President of Hastings 
Home and School Association, arrived at 
the schoolyard early on Saturday morning 
with a large warning sign advising children 
to avoid the yard, in preparation of the 
spraying...as it turned out, the sign wasn’t 
needed after all, and that was a shock.

‘‘Our job is prevention,”’ says Sgt. Roy 
Noble of the Campbellford detachment of 
the Ontario Provincial Police. **So to 
prevent accidents we pool our knowledge 


of what happens on the highway at 


detachment planning meetings.” 


When your car slides into a ditch or gets 
ulled over for aa a pin is pushed 
into a map at the O. 
density of pins takes place, the detachment 
lans patrols and speed traps to force cars 
in that area to take it easy. 

“Once a month we get together to 
identify problem areas,’ ex lains Con-

Even 
though all levels of government talk a good 
line about controlling pollution, their 
actions seldom compare favourable with 
their rhetoric. The federal environmental 
assessment program is a sick joke, Ontario 
has granted a complete reprieve to our 
largest air polluter. Progress with pulp and 


paper mills has been termed ‘fourteen 
years of failure.” 

Yet these frustrations do not mean that 
people have stopped caring, oF that 
significant progress is not still being made. 

hile there may be fewer headlines, and 
fewer hi-jinks, about pollution these days, 
the membership of environmental groups 
such as the Federation of Ontario 
Naturalists has not dramatically declined. 
While unemployment, inflation, and 
national unity may have moved to the 
forefront of Canadian’s minds, reliable 
surveys consistently show environmental 
issues are still major public concerns. 

For example, in a national survey carried 
out last September, 89 percent ranked 
“environmental deterioration’ as a very

be expressed through the work of my 
hands. Currently in vogue, he went on “‘is 
conceptual art.’’

1 am involved 
with materials.”’ 

I stopped-him here as I was uncertain 
what was an anti-object piece of art. | 
asked how one can have art that’s just in 


the head. Unless it is expressed in objects - 


one would have to speak or write about the 
idea in which case it would be called 
literature. Right? 

He tried to explain. ‘‘They come up with 
an idea and leave it at that. An idea is the 
big pert of any art project. They have a 
support system in the form of glossy art 
magazines. The idea is presented free of 
involvement with the physical object. The 
presentation in an art ma azine becomes 
the physical remnant of what the artist is 
imagining.’ He had lost me again. 

e tried again to reach this uncompre- 
hending mind. ‘*Words describing the 
abject take precedence over the thought in 
conceptual art. For instance, an artist in 
California did a piece - staged an event - 
where he had a friend shoot at him. The 
bullet grazed his arm. This ‘event’ was 
sold.”’ 

“That seems ridiculous,’’ I said. 

“I think so too,’ agreed Michael. 

But if you think from this that you are 
going to see a Michael Czerewko sculpture 
such as an eskimo carving or a 
photographic-like painting as a pretty 
decoration in your living room, you are 
definitely not. Michael has just completed 
a show in Ottawa at the Saw Gallery which 
ran May 14 to June Ist and he has also just 
returned from Toronto where he completed 
a new installation at Harbourfront Park 
which will remain there for the summer. It 
was erected under the auspices of. Canada 
Council and consists of a cage-like 
structure of wood, a kind of skeleton of a 
building prior to putting on the outside 
covering. , : 

As he worked on the project passersby 
would ask ‘‘What is it going to be?”’ 
Sometimes he would answer with a quip 
‘‘A big bird cage’ whereupon the curious 

n would say, ‘‘No, but really. What is 

?’' and would then perhaps be satisfied 
with the explanation that it was an art 
work. ‘‘If | could tell them in two minutes it 
wouldn't be an involved piece of work. To 


explain its meaning would have taken more 


time than I could give,’’ he said. 

One man said ‘‘I could have used the 
wood to better use. I could have built a 
cottage with it.’’ These are good people,’ 
he continued ‘‘but when it comes to 
sculpture it seems to be the last, thing 
people want to accept. I don’t attempt to 
close my mind to literature if it doesn’t 
conform to my way of thinking. I love 
painting too. An abstract painting where 
colors just ‘look nice’ that simple--look 
nice! But people tend to think of art as a 
precious commodity that they should 
grasp. Sculpture, being three-dimensional 
one has to either walk around: it, step over 
or walk through and that seems to be 
something in human nature we object to. 
It’s an obstacle. Of all the disci lines 
sculpture is the one least realized. We are 
ages behing paintin in acceptance.”’ ’ 

An earlier ‘sculpture he did at 
Harbourfront was called Growth Patterns 
and was made up of a series of identical 
‘houses’? placed in a. triangle. It was 
intended as a strong statement on 


alienation with its ticky-tacky suburban | 


development row upon row in the midst of 
a green field surrounded by barbed wire. 


‘Behind the ‘‘‘houses’’ a billboard was 


artially erected. The Toronto Star Art 

ritic Michael Dault referred to the work as 
‘ta chilling piece, heavy with symbolism 
but kept buoyant by Czerewko's admirable 
sense of scale and rightness of materials’’. 

I rose to leave still. with a hundred 

uestions in mind and outside Mr. 

zerewko showed me a piece he has done 
on his property. At the back of his house he 
has built a ‘‘viewing platform’’ complete 
with sun visor at eye level and across the 
rocky ground about 30 yards away he has 
erected a sort of scaffold with a tra door 
propped up with a stick through which is 
suspended a wooden ‘carrot’. A rope 
through a pulley leads back to the viewing 
platform and allows the viewer to sprin 
the door closed. ‘‘It’s the perfect trap, 
said Mr. Czerewko. There seems to be this 
rather cynical sense of humour combined 
with almost childlike delight in all of this 
artist’s work.

I’m against it. I cannot see that the state 
has the right to kill anyone. It doesn’t 
matter to me who that other person has 
killed. Put the condemned murderer away 
for life without chance of parole. Be doubly 
sure that a menace to society is kept out of 
society for life. But do not suggest to me 
that killing a condemned murderer is right. 

There are many convincing arguments in 
support of capital punishment. You can say 
that society has been purged of an evil, 
that a wrong has been redressed, or a life 
given for a life. 

I am not suggesting that John 
Spenkelink was a good boy. He was a 
convicted killer. The full process of the law 
was invoked for him. He was sentenced to 
death. And he was killed by the state. 

His death was condoned, carried out, by 
the state. 

I think the state was wrong. 

Police associations across this country 
are campaigning for the return of capital 
punishment, death by the state. Police- 
men’s wives are dedicated to this cause. I 
can understand their concern. They want 
the return of capital punishment especially 
for those who murder policemen or prison 
guards. 

Is a policeman going about his duties any 
different from you and me? Why should he 
get special treatment under the law? If this 
society--and I hope Canada never, never, 
never returns to the use of capital 
punishment--condones capital punish- 
ment, the law should be the same for 
everyone. Let us kill all who kill and not 
just kill those who kill policemen. 

Let us not condone killing at all. That’s 
what happened in Florida when the 
condemned man went to the electric chair: 
he was killed. 

Those who uphold capital punishment 
say that it deters killings. I have seen no 
empirical evidence garnered over a 
number of years to prove that killing deters 
killing. Who can possibly suggest that 
capital punishment has any social benefits? 

Killing is killing. Period. 

Killing by the state may reassure some 
people that killing will not be condoned. All 
it does for me is turn my stomach that the 
state can be so naive to think I will rest a 
little easier because I know the saa who 
may kill me will also be killed. 

To read how the condemned man was 
trussed in an electric chair and ‘‘burned”’ 
is disgusting. A hanging is even more 
brutal. A firing squad is even worse 
because a dozen men are involved in the 
act of killing. 

‘““We allow killing in self-defence. But

~ Nominations open 
for agricultural award 


The University of Guelph is inviting 
nominations for the $10,000 H 
MacMillan Laureate in Agriculture, to be 
awarded in 1979. The award is given every 
five years to the Canadian judged to have 
made the most significant contribution to 
agriculture during the preceding five 
years. 

The Laureate in Agriculture award was 
established in honor of the Ontario 
Agricultural College (OAC) by the late 
H.R. MacMillan, one of Canada’s leading 
businessmen and -a well-known forester, 
from Vancouver, B.C. A 1906 graduate of 
OAC he announced the award in 1966 after 
receiving an honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree from the University of Guelph. He 
gave the responsibility of selecting winners 
to the University. 

Dr. MacMillan designed the award to 
celebrate the then upcoming 100th 
anniversary of the OAC. The timing for the 
granting of the award was such that an 
award would be made in 1974, the 
College’s Centennial _year. 

Established in 1874 by the provincial 
Department of Agriculture, AC was 
originally solely concerned with providin 
education for young men intending to wor 
Ontario farms. Since then it has developed 
a broader and a_ highly scientific 
educational program. fi 1964, OAC 
bacame one of the founding Colleges of the 
University of Guelph. As a constituent 
College of the University it now has 
faculty, facilities and programs that reflect 
a broad, diversified and integrated 
ra ata to the life sciences. In particular, 
OAC provides specialized programs 
dealing with agriculture and food, 
environmental biology, natural resources, 
engineering and landscape architecture. 


As career opportunities for agricultural 
graduates continue to expand, student 


enrolment in OAC programs have climbed. 


Enrolment, now at about al all-time high, is 
over 2,600 out of the University’s total 
enrolment of almost 10,000 including about 
1,000 graduate students. 

The first H.R. MacMillan Laureate in 
Agriculture was awarded to Dr. J. Milton 
Bell, a scientist at the University of 
Saskatchewan in 1969. George R. 
McLaughlin, who farms near Beaverton, 
Ontario, was the recipient in 1974, OAC’s 
centennial year. 

Candidates, to be eligible for the 
Laureate award, must be Canadian citizens 
or landed immigrants. To be considered for 
the 1979 award the candidate must have 
been engaged in some area of agriculture 
in Canada from 1974 to 1979 inclusive. 

Insitutions, corporations, persons elec- 


ted to federal, provincial or municipal - 


government and faculty and staff of the 
University of Guelph are not eligible. The 
range of activities and/or contributions to 
agriculture may include food production, 
research and development and government 
service. The recipient may use the $10,000 
award money in any way he or she sees fit.

o Municipalities, where appropriate, 
would be given autonomy to make 
planning decisions. This will apply to 
municipalities which have the resources 
and capabilities to handle increased 
planning responsibility. 

a The public would have better 
access into the planning process. 
Municipalities will have to extend 
public notification procedures to 
people who will be affected by 
planning decisions. 

0 To speed up the process, 

the Ontario Municipal Board would 
act only as an appeals body. 

A copy of the White Paper 

has been made available to 
municipalities, planning boards 

and other interested groups.

Council 
Meeting 


A special council meeting was called on 


June 12th to discuss the water, and sewer 


project with J.D. Lee Engineering 
consultants Mike Wade and Jim Hase as 
well as employee/council, relations. Mr. 
Wade and Mr. Hase were requested to 
attend to clear up some points of interest 
raised by the council pertaining to the tests 
done on test well No. 2 and to brief council 
on the progress of the water and sewer 
projects.

Lee representatives expressed regret that 
Mr. Whitehead was unable to attend the 
meeting but they assured council that any 
information they required about the 
drilling procedures, which was their (the 
council's) right to have, would be obtained 
from Mr. Whitehead. Reeve © Deline 
informed Mr. Hase and Mr. Wade at this 
time that this council was young and 
aggressive and that they wanted to hear 
the information ‘‘from_ the horse's 
mouth.” 


A question raised by Counllor 
Connerty concerning the No. 2 test welhon 
Livingston St. concerned the fact that t\o 
of the tests done on the well approached or 
exceeded the 200 gallons’ per minute 
necessary for the village, while a test done 
in February saw. the water level drop 
dramatically and the yield from the well at 
that time was only around 40 gallons per 
minute, which is unsuitable for the village 
needs. Two points were raised by 
Councillor Connerty: 1) the last test was 
done during the emergency and he 
wondered if the fact that No. 1 municipal 
well was pumping close to its capacity 
could account for the sudden drop in 
productivity of the No, 2 test well.

Mr. Wade discussed with council the 
financing program for the water and sewer 
program. The program presented was a 
preliminary, proposed financing program 
for a term of three years. Mr. Wade will 
have Mr. Archie Forsyth check _ this 
proposal out for his advice on its 
acceptance by the O.M.B. When this is 
done, by-laws can be passed and, in turn, 
published, with time being given for 
objections by residents.

The Marmora and District Community 
Credit Union has taken a first step towards 
de-emphasizing the shares philosophy of 
its operation and moving into a savings 
vei eva 

e Credit Union announced: after its 
monthly board of directors meeting 
Tuesday, June 12, that it would be going 
into business of ‘term deposits’’, a service 
where, ‘‘we can offer savings possibilities 
that. neither the bank nor the trust 
companies can’’, according to vice 
president Andre Philpot. 

Basically term deposits are savings 
accounts in which the money matures over 
a certain length of time- in this case 
anywhere from a month to 5 years and 
which will gain more interest than a 
straight savings account, 

This is the first time that the Marmora 
Credit Union has offered interest on its 
deposits. In the past, money was looked 
upon as shares that were used to calculate 
dividends at the end of the year. Money 
can still be put into shares, although the 
Credit Union might change over to interest 
in the future. 

Like the banks, the rate of interest on 
term deposits will vary from month to 
month: to start with will range from nine to 
ten per cent depending on the length of 
time and the amount of the deposit. The 
interest is determined .on the rate the 
Marmora branch receives from the Ontario 
Credit. Union League.

Foxes bark like dogs, look as cuddly as 


_ kittens and bite like the dickens. They're 


vicious animals, but their pelts are nopular 
wearing apparel, so. Fred Ellgring of 
Havelock has decided to give fox farming a 
whirl.

There isn’t a fox farm for over 

a hundred miles around, and some people 

were surprised to see one start up around 

here. Mr. Ellgring thinks it’s perfectly 
natural. 

‘I went to the local council, told them

They said I had to 
have at least 25 acres of land for a specialty 
farm- I have, so that’s all there was to it,”’ 
he recalls. 


Skyrocketting prices for fox and raccoon 


pelts finally convinced Mr. Eligring to start 
the farm, and it’s still under construction. 
He plans to build individual cages for small 
groups, to be surrounded by a high fence in 
a sealed off compound. At present, they're 
being kept in what looks like a wire-bound 
dining car. It’s temporary, dry shelter for 
his eight foxes, until they move into the 
compound in an adjoining field. 

**My early objgctive is to get about 50, 


then perhaps move up to 100,"" he says. ‘‘It 
really depends on the demand in the 
market.” 

Among his stock are two ‘registered 
silver foxes’, worth more per pelt than the 
more well-known red foxes. fn March, a 
few months after he bought his first foxes, 
one of them had four pups: He added three 
wild red foxes he bought from trappers. 
The females are the most valuable, the 
males. if he can’t sell them. eget pelted 


early on. There is a lot of co-operation 


between fox farm owners in exchanging 
breeders and giving advise. 

The fox pups like to stay in the shade and 
for the first few weeks, no one goes near 
them. Mr. Ellgring calls this a critical 
period, because if the mother feels 
threatened during this period, she is likely 
to kill them. To handle them, and you have 
to, from time to time, you use thick mesh 
gloves ‘and hold on tight. 

‘They're desperate animals and can put 


to think that each one is only here for about 
a year before they are pelted. But that is 
what they are bred for. 

How lucrative is fox farmin ? Well, last 
year red fox pelts fetched $250 each; silver 
fox pelts, a great deal more. To buy a pair 
of silvers cost $1100 last year- today, Mr. 
Eligring says the price for the same two 
foxes is $2300- an increase of over 100 per 
cent! 

‘The main market for the pelts is in the 
Far East, in Japan, ‘‘says Mr. Eligring. *'l 
guess you could say | started when prices 
where still on the increase.” 

Obviously, with the high price of buying 
foxes, it makes sense to raise your own. 
Also, when you buy a fox from a trapper, 
you have to pay the Ministry of Natural

the sacrifice of Isaac and the miracle of the 
loaves and fishes. 

One of the most important items in this 
exciting exhibition is part of a bronze 
trolley dating to the time of Solomon; the 
decorations on the trolley demonstrate the 
ritual practices and motifs of his temple. A 
small shell plaque, incised with a 
seven-headed beast, recalls the legendary 
monster Leviathan mentioned in both the 
Old and New Testaments. 

The most massive item is a stone 
sarcophagus carved with Biblical scenes 
and dating to A.D. 330 - 340. The 
sarcophagus is believed to be the earliest 
Christian coffin in existence. 

The impressive collection has been 
formed in Europe by Dr. Elie Borowski, a 
distinguished scholar, and brought to 
Canada by The Lands of the Bible 
Archaeology Foundation whose purpose is 
to encourage an ecumenical s irit among 
the main religious faiths of the Western 
world and to educate the public in the 
Biblical roots of these faiths. The current 
president of the Foundatin is Dr. A.D. 
Tushingham, Chief Archaeologist of the 
Royal Ontario Museum. It is anticipated 
that major travelling exhibitions will be 
circulated from this important collection. 

Scholars who have previewed individual 
pieces have used such glowing terms as 
‘‘rare and important’’, ‘choicest surviving 
specimens’’ and a collection ‘‘of high 

uality, and great diversity’’. Now for the 
irst time, visitors of the LADDERS TO 
HEAVEN exhibition at the ROM can enjoy 
an exceptional overview of the enduring 
symbols and images of our Biblical 
heritage. 

To celebrate the LADDERS TO

‘became principal of Madoc Township, all 
within a two week period. Mr. Tate 


justified these changes by saying that the 
Board of Education felt each of these 
individuals was getting a promotion and 
they were the best men for the job. He’felt 
that Mr. Gough was “a hard-nosed 
disciplinarian who is fair’’, and felt that he 
was needed more in Marmora than in 
Madoc Township. 

As mentioned before, none of this 
rationale appeased those attending the 
meeting and this fact was soon obvious to 
the members of the board. Mr. Tom 
Burnside recommended that the committee 
and any ratepayers who wanted to attend, 
could present their objections to the Board 
of Education at their next meeting on June 
25th. Some of the people at the meeting 
felt strongly enough about this issue to 
suggest holding tax payments back and 
even boycotting classes. 

Both Mr. Tate and Mr. Burnside were 
impressed by the loyalty that Mr. Gough is 
receiving after just one year at the school. 
Mr. Tate commented after the meeting, 
‘‘We appreciate their concerns and we will 
give them due consideration. However, we 
must look at the total system's needs and 
not just one small area alone.’’ He said that 
he would be taking their concerns to the 
administrative council on Monday at which 
time the superintendents and directors of 
education would review the problem.

Goods purchased for some 
other person or for commercial use do not 
‘qualify as a “personal exemption’’. You 
cannot ‘‘pool’’ your exemption with 
another person.

new to her. This is a job where it helps to 
be really good at one thing and at least 
better than that at a number of others and 
hence it’s very demanding. A person has to 
attain journeyman quality in a number of 
different, often very divergent talents--not 
only editing, feature writing and reporting 
but photography, layout and hundreds of 
other jobs. 

To say that, after a year, Jeannette has 
adapted well is an understatement. It’s 
necessary to add that she has not only done 
her job well but also been wonderful to 
work with, which is something that counts 
for a lot around here. 

Jeannette handles late hours (a matter of 
course on a newspaper) as well as anyone, 
has ‘a unique sense of humour, is never 
lacking for enthusiasm, never slacks off on 
her workload and can wiggle her ears, 
together or separately. What more can | 
say? 

If | were to have to cite a fault, it would 
be her tendency to argue with me when 
she must know I'm right. However, this is 
not serious since I believe that deep down 
inside she always realizes her error 
(although she’s too proud to say).

Jeannette lives with her husband Earl on 
Cordova Lake about 15 miles north of 
Havelock-Marmora; she has no telephone 
and rides a snowmobile across the lake to 
her car in the winter and swims across in 
the summer. She was originally from 
Brampton and has an English degree from 
MacMaster University in Hamilton. She 
and Earl once had a farm and raised cattle. 

1 can’t say what she does in her spare 
time, although | know she doesn't bowl on 
Monday nights and never plays bingo. She 
is the captain and coach of the newspapers’ 
volleyball team, *"The Tinkling Cembals”. 
which she named herself. | could tell you 
that she came by that job from her 
vackground as an Olympic volleyballist but 
that’s another story altogether...

on a teacher exchange program from West 
Germany and so, unlike the rest of us. who 
figure we have all the time in the world to 
see the continent we live on, she has 
worked with the knowledge she has only a 
year. Besides the places she is planning to 
visit before she returns home (the ‘‘after 
that’’ is a return flight to Germany where 
she resumes her teaching duties in carly 
August at her own school) she has scen 
most of the United States on various tours 
and trips and fulfilled a childhood dream of 
seeing the Aztec pyramids in Mexico. 

Ursula’s energy has been evident in 
Marmora as well (when she hasn't been 
journeying around Ontario taking in what 
the province has to offer on weekends). 
She's taken the opportunity to learn 
cross-country skiing. skating and curling. 
all sports she isn’t exposed to in West 
Germany. ; 

But with all her activity, Ursula has 
given a lot of critical attention to the school 
system she is working in and she 1s 
returning to Germany very impressed with 
Canadian education, *‘at least what I have 
seen of it. | think that it is a far more 
human system. It is more flexible and 


meets the needs of the, children much 
better than in Germany. 


‘The German system is still very oriented 
to streaming children at an carly age. 
When a child reaches grade four he is 
assessed as to his ability and put into a 
high, intermediate or low learning stream. 
The lowest stream goes only to grade nine, 
the middle reaches the equivalent of grade 
ten and it is only possible to continue on if 
one’s achievements are very high. One 
effect of this. Ursula says, is that the 
children are not so well integrated as far as 
intelligence goes; they are not exposed to 
as a great a range and they are less tolerant 
as a result. 

But Ursula feels that the attractiveness 
ot the Canadian system goes beyond that. 
‘There is a much greater opportunity here 
for the children to socialize, they are more 


independent and they have many more 
chances to make decisions.” 

She points to things such as intramural 
sports, where the children pick their own 
teams. school dances and other activities. 
but basically she feels it is just a difference 
in attitude. “At Marmora Senior School. 
the grade sixes play with the grade cights 
and the children help cach other and work 
their problems out among themselves. 
That just does not happen at home.” 

One thing that helps the Canadian 
method here is the longer day. This gives 
the teacher more time to work with’ 


children. more time to help with special > 


problems. But Ursula also feels that we are 
more flexible here; just the fact that speci! 
remedial English and Mathematics pro 
grams were constructed at the senior 
school last year part way through the year 
bear witness to this. It would not be 
possible in the German system, according 
to Ursula. 

As for the usual shot that the Canadian 
system is not teaching the basic skills. 
Ursula, while noting that she has no idea 
how it used to be, says that the children 
here have much more Math and Knglish 
than the children at) home receive it: 
German and Math. The place where 
Canadian children might be behind. she 
said. was in the sciences. where German 
kids are taking Biology. Chemistry ol 
Physics when the system here is sull 


- teaching general science, 


Ursula also gave favourable reviews to 
Canadian teachers. pointing out that the 
longer day, while not so intense, means 
more time with children but that they sult 
go in for many extracurricular schoo!

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Ontario's rarest orchids need protection 


tle prairie plant 1s founda in only three best orchid ground in Ontario, cottage 
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The trilliums and other early spring 
flowers are long gone, but early June 
brings naturalists across Ontario into the 
fields and woods for a more elusive quarry. 
They search for orchids, the royalty among 
wild flowers, which begin their spectacular 
blooming at this time of year. 

You might think of orchids more in terms 
of exotic tropical flowers that show up as 
corsages for a very special occasion. hile 
many of the 5000 species of orchids do 
grow in the tropics, here in Ontario we 
have 53 native species. Their beauty and 


their appeal are as diverse as their names: | 


Ladies -slipper, Moccasin Flower, Showy 
Orchis, Purple-fringed Orchis, Bog-candle, 
Dragon’s-mouth. 

Some Ontario orchids boast only 
inconspicuous spikes of tiny green flowers. 
Others are among our showiest and most 
colourful blossoms. Showy Ladies’-slippers 
feature striking pink and white egg-shaped 
cups as part of a two-inch flower. The 
slightly smaller Yellow Ladies’ -slipper, 
with glowing buttercup-yellow pouches, is 
one of our most common orchids. 


Calopogon, or Grass-pink, is another 


whose rose-coloured blooms’ grace many 
wet meadows.. 

Many of our orchids are bog plants, and 
you must brave the early summer 
onslaught of insects to find them. Their 
fondness for bogs, wet meadows, and 
swamps makes them vulnerable to habitat 
change, and at least seven species are 
seriously threatened, with populations of 
many others declining. . 

However, only one is listed under the 
Ontario Endangered Species Act--the 
Small White Ladies’-slipper. This delicate

locations in the province, but both it and its 
habitat are now protected by law. 

The poorly drained wet meadows needed 
by most of the other specialized species are 
not so well protected. On the west coastline 
of the Bruce Peninsula, undoubtedly the 


development and recreational parks 
continue to destroy the best habitat for this 
family of plants, and soon only thin 
remnants will remain. 


The Federation of Ontario Naturalists 


owns two wildflower sanctuaries on the 


Bruce, both especially valuable for their 


orchids. With their help, and that of 
sympathetic landowners, there is hope yet 
that the orchids of Ontario can be 
preserved as symbols of the beauty of wild 
nature. 


Trophy business to start in Havelock

At thé last Havelock Council meeting 
Roger and Betty Cormier of 99 Concession 
Street, Havelock, were present to request 
permission to operate a trophy business 
from their residence. 

After explaining the nature of the 
business they have inemind, Council was 
unanimous in approval of the operation 
providing that ‘‘business will be done by 
appointment only, there will be no“storage 
on the property except for sample (displays, 
no advertising on the premises> and no 
noise to disturb neighbours.” 

It will not be hard for Mr. and Mrs. 
Cormier to comply with all these 
stipulations since the nature of the 
business they intend to run 1s not a 
store-front type. Persons seeking a trophy 
do not walk into a shop and_ select 


something,off a shelf. Things are usually . 
ordered to fit special situations and 


individual requirements with respect to 
organizations oF club needs, engraving, 
etc. 

Roger Cormier’ is no novice in this 
particular line of work. He previously was 
employed for nine years in Toronto in the 
trophy business - five years with Empire 
Trophies under its own provietorshin and 
later as a part ot the firm of Noble 
Trophies. But early this year the Cormiers 
repeated a story that is becoming very 
familiar in this area.

But this is an occasion worth noting 
because the museum will be open every 
day throughout the summer months and it 
‘is a wonderful place for the whole family to 
spend a few hours. 


‘More than 10,000 people have wandered 
through the pages of time in the three 
vears the museum has been in operation. 
The plans to complete it are spread over 
another seven years but tt is a great place 


right now.

Displays depict agriculture in Canada 
and particularly in Ontario from the time of 
the Indians, through the early surveying 
periods and the settling of the province 
right through to recent times. 

The age of steam is also preserved in a 
Milton museum and it isn’t forgotten in 
agriculture. Some of the early tractors-- 
huge monsters that must have packed the 
good. earth rock-hard. at times--are 
displayed. 

Remember when road signs in the spring 
said: ‘Tractors with lugs prohibited?” 
When you see some of these early models, 
you will understand why hard-surfaced 
roads had: to be protected. Some of those 
lugs went deeper into the ground than the 
tillers of today. 

One of the most extensive collections of 
farming artifacts was gathered over many 
years by the late Charles Matthews of 
Langstaff. The collection was donated to 
the province and forms the basis for the 
farm equipment, farm tools and farm 
machines, on display. 

But the museum exhibits don't just stop 
at farm equipment. The exhibit hall shows 
the development of rural telephone 


systems. Visitors to the site will have their 


nostalgia nerves heightened as they 


remember the days when rural operators 
knew more about a community than anyone 


else.

Another area of interest is being 
meticulously constructed by the Ontario 
Veterinary College at the University of 
Guelph. It will center around a veterinary 
office and surgery room with all the 
old-fashioned paraphernalia used by 


country vets decades ago. 


Eventually, eight different farmsteads 
will be reconstructed on the site which will 
depict rural life over a 150-year period. 

Carbert pays great tribute to the staff at 
the museum for getting things ready for 
the opening. When we were there a week 
ago, nobody knew I was a farm writer. | 
was just another visitor to them yet. the 
cordial treatment by the staff indicates 
Carbert’s faith in his people. 

I know | was proud to be connected with 
rural life after a visit. It's worthwhile for 
anyone to peek into the past and get a 

limmer _ of the hardships that our

Hunters don’t want 
shipping on great a lakes 


Newly elected Prime Minister Joe 
Clark had barely taken office when the 
Ontario Federation of Anglers and Hunters 
a conservation organization of over 18,000 
sportsmen, called on him for strong 
environmental protection. The Federation 
wants a stop to winter shipping on the 
Great Lakes. The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers has been testing winter 
navigation for five years and has asked 
Congress for a permanent extension. 

The O.F.A.H. has written Mr. Clark 
citing damage to shorelines, spawning 
beds, fish and wildlife as certain results of 
winter shipping. Major dredging and dams 
would also be necessary. Federation 
President Harvey Goldsmith stated fur- 
ther, ‘‘There is simply no way to effectively 
clean up oil spills under the ice. Fish would 
die; spawning beds would be destroyed; 
thousands of wintering ducks could be 
killed.”’ ' 

Although no oil spills have occurred 
during the five-year test period, the

O.F.A.H. cites fish and wildlife already 
dead. Deer have drowned trying to swim 
the St. Mary’s River because ice breakers 
are keeping the water open. Normally, they 
walk across the ice to their wintering yards. 
The Federation has photos of fish thrown 
onto the ice by the huge wave surge caused 
by the passage of the large freighters. The 
monstrous wave surge from large 
freighters dissipates on the surface during © 
the open water season. In winter, the surge 
moves under the ice. When it reaches the 
shore, the results are devastating. Blocks 
of ice, weeds, water and fish fly into the 
air.”’ 

Mr. Clark has an early opportunity to 
show his Government's concern for 
Canada’s environment and the Great Lakes 
ecosystem in particular. 


Farmers 
hindered. | 
by rules 


Unfair international trade regulations 
are preventing Ontario farmers from 
reaching their full potential, Peter 
Hannam, President, Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture, told the Kingsway Kiwanis 
Club of Toronto. 

He pointed out that European Common 
Market. canners who pay their growers 
$88.20 U.S. per metric ton for tomato 
concentrates receive @ $437 subsidy from 
their government. The subsidy on canned 
peaches is $244 U.S. a metric ton, if the 
canners pay the growers $321. 


He also said, the current French oe 


subsidy for barley going into China is 
U.S. per ton. This is higher than the 
current Canadian price for barley. 
Hannam said, inequitable tariffs are also 
a problem. tariff on some processed 
meats entering the United States is as 
much as ten times higher than the 
Canadian tariff on similar products. 
In spite of the difficulties created by 
foreign governments, Hannam said he was 


still optimistic about the future of

Household ladders should have 
locking devices, sturdier hinges and be 
marked for designed end use according to 
Consumer Advisory Panels in Toronto and 
Vancouver. Both groups of consumers met 
recently to discuss the Canadian Standards 
Association (CSA) standard on ladders. 

The CSA, Committee on Portable 
Ladders is in the Dsl pio of revising and 
updating the stan and asked for input 
from the consumers. 

Bernice Browne, president of the 
Toronto branch of the Consumers’ 
Association ‘of Canada (CSA) who acted as 
moderator in Toronto, says the panel would 
like to see a locking device which makes a 
noise on the s so the ladder can’t 
swing shut and pinch or perhaps shear 
someone’s finger. 

In ‘Vancouver, Jean Douglas, incoming 
regional vice-president of the CAC, 
stressed the need for continuing durability 
in ladders, rather than just good 

ce at the time of testing. 

CSA tests ladders to the standard and 


‘certified ladders bear the Association’s 


mark. This is a voluntary program, which 
means that no government has passed 
legislation requiring ladders to be 
certified. So, retail outlets are apt to 
display certified ladders with non-certified 
ones which leaves it up to the consumer to 
check for the mark before purchasing. 
One of the main concerns expressed by 
the panels was for better labelling. At the 
nt time, there are different grades of 
adders such as those used in the home, 
factory or a construction site. It was 
uested in Toronto and Vancouver that 
ladders be labelled so consumers will know 
what type of ladder they are purchasing.

“The implications of our increasing 
reliance on imports are enormous for both 
consumers and food processing workers 
alike,’’ Cassidy said.

now imported could provide about 6,600 
jobs in Ontario. 


“All but one of the independent fruit ; 


canneries in the Niagara Peninsula have 
been clo%ed down as multinational food 


- corporations like Del Monte take over the 


industry.”’ 

‘Foreign ownership and concentration 
of economic power are a concern to the 
New Democratic Party in every sector of 
Ontario industry but nowhere are the 
dangers of that more evident than in the 
food industry,’’ Cassidy said.

A research project on solar nergy and 
energy conservation methods may point 
the way to €fiergy cost savings for 
Ontario's greenhouse operators, who now 
spend about 25 per cent of their annual 
operating budget on heating. 

In a joint project with Agriculture 
Canada, researchers at the Horticultural 
Research Institute of Ontario are using 4 
series of three Spe built greenhouses 
to test the feasibility of solar heating and 
the effectiveness of energy conservation 
methods. 

For the~solar portion of the project, a 
greenhouse was built of air-inflated double

To test the effectiveness of the solar 
system, a second greenhouse was built, 
identical to the first but without the solar 
collectors. This greenhouse is heated with 
conventional natural gas unit heaters. 
Scientists will compare the two green- 
houses for energy savings and crop 
production. 


Frank ingratta, HRIO greenhouse | 


researcher, says this is the first full-scale 
trial in Canada of an active solar system in 
a greenhouse. “‘We are using a low 
technology system,’’ he said, ‘‘that doesn't 
require sophisticated heat pumps. It works 
primarily by gravity, using only one water 
pump.*’ 

The solar panels are wooden frames, 
covered with four layers of clear plastic, 
with a middle layer of black plastic. These 
are used to heat water which is stored 
under the greenhouse in a holding . area 
resembling a wading pool. The water is 
pumped out of the storage area to the top 
of the collection parfels and allowed to fall 
over the surface of the black plastic layers 
where it is heated. Gravity carries the 
heated water through insulated’ pipes back 
to the storage system. The stored heat then 
passes through the floor of the greenhouse. 

The solar system is au ented by 
natural gas unit heaters. Mr. ngratta says 


an additional 2,000 square feet of solat 


collectors would be needed to meet the full 
heat requirements of the greenhouse. 

“This type of solar system would add 
about $3 per square foot to the cost of a 
convenffonal greenhouse,’’ he said. **At 
current fuel prices, we estimate it would 
take seven years to pay back the cost of 
installation. ’’ 

The third greenhouse was built of a 
specially insulated double layer of acrylic 
material. It is heated by gas unit heaters 
and. will be monitored for energy 
conservation and crop yields. 

Tomatoes planted in the solar green- 
house in early March are now being 
harvested. Production will be compared 
with that of tomatoes grown in the other 
two test greenhouses. 

Mr. Ingratta estimates that it will take a 
year and a half to determine how much 
energy the solar heating system can 
produce, and another three to five years 
before the system is feasible commercially.

Interviewed at Earl Prentice last Friday,

This Mr. Weir feels is the crux of the 
matter, what he refers to as ‘systems 
responsibilities’’. ‘When the board makes 
a decision like this, they have to look at the 
whole picture. Not only what's good for the 
individual school, the children and the 
community, but also for every school and 
community in the system. 

“The decision is based on the strengths 
and weaknesses of the individual principals 
and the needs of the schools. I feel I have 
responsibility to abide by the decision of 
the board. A professional responsibility.” 

Mr. Weir points out that, because these 
are personnel decisions, not all the reasons 
for the decisions have beefi, made public. 
Nor does he feel they should. *'l wouldn't 
want to have my abilities a matter of public 
discussion. Nor do I think it should happen 
to anyone else.” 

While acknowledging that this leaves 
most of us, including the principals to a 
certain extent, without knowledge of all the 
reasons why a decision is made by the 
schoolboard, Mr. Weir still believes that 
the best thing to do js abide by those 
decisions. 

He also argues that, while neither this 
system of decision making nor the school 
system itself is perfect, it is a working 
system that people are constantly working 
to improve. 

“Theoretically any principal in this 
system should be able to walk into this 
school and take over and carry on programs 
that have been started. Mr. Gough could 
do that here. Ken Gillies could do that at 
Madoc Township (Mr. Gillies is slated as 
Mr. Gough’s replacement) | don't think 
that anything is going to be lost by these 
changes.”’

What is the cost of these services? 

- Clients who can pay for visiting 
homemaker or nurses’ services “are 
expected to do so. Otherwise, all or part of 


the cost may be paid by the social services 


- department in your local municipality or 


Indian band. These are reimbursed 80 
percent by the Ministry of Community and 
Social Services. A person in need is a 
person who has an income that is less than 
the amount the municipality considers 
necessary to meet the person's needs. The 
municipality takes into consideration your 
income less monthly expenses, including 
the cost of homemakers’ and nurses" 
services. Assets such as savings, stocks 
and bonds are also taken into considera- 
tion. * 

Are there any residence requirements? 

There are no specific qualifications. A 
person must however, Aive in the 
municipality where he or she applies for 
the services. An applicant need not have 
lived in Ontario for any specific length of 
time. 

For more information contact your local 
municipal social services office or your 
nearest district office of the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services. You can 
locate these services through the Canadian 
RedeCross Society, public health offices or 
the Victorian Order of Nurses. You can also 
obtain information from the Quinte 
Information and Assistance Centre.

picture? Did you read the indictment of the . 


bigger play and publicity than those in 
support. I do not recall the big urban 
papers giving much publicity to the fact 
that farmers accepted a smaller increase in 
the price of milk May | than they were 
entitled to take. Legally, farmers could 
have demanded more. By the formula in 
price-setting. they could have received 
more but they didn’t. The Globe and Mail 
did give it space but few other metropolitan 
papers did. 

The battle lines are being drawn up. It’s 
going to be. the rest of the population 
against farm marketing boards and the 
farmers again fighting a losing battle all by 
themselves. 

Now is the time to do something about it. 
Whenever. these stories against marketing 
boards appear, a single, strong farm voice 
should be ready to refute them. And 
farmers should be prepared now to spend 
more dollars to get people and politicians 
on their side. The big corporations don't 


stint on public relations budgets. The more 
stories against marketing boards that get 
planted in big circulation publications, the 
tougher the farm fight is going to be. 
It's unfortunate that farmers aren't as 
experienced at planting good stories in 
their favour as they are in planting crops.

Here’s another headline: Eggs cost 9 to 
14 cents a dozen too much in Canada, 
villain is the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency. 

I could go on but I’m sure you get the 
point. The signs are all apparent: Farm’s 
‘golden era’ could be threatened by more 
price rises,’ said the Globe and Mail less 
than a month ago. There are those, of 
course, who’can testify that the golden era 
has never arrived. But you'll have a tough 
time convincing most housewives, battling 
inflation every week, that food prices are 
not too high in Canada. 

The ferming community, always divided 
in this country and always _ fiercely 
independent, must collectively fight this 
_campaign before it gets to where it has too 

much momentum to stop. 

Too many people speit too many year, 
too much time and talent, to get the powers 
necessary to fight in the marketplace, to 

have it destroyed now. Those who 
remember the early days of the flu-cured 
tobacco board or the early days of the hog 
marketing board can attest to the great 
struggles farmers went through to organize 
themselves to have those rights esta- 
blished. 

And the buying power in those days from 
the large food corporations was not as 
concentrated as it is today. To lose the 
right to collective marketing now would be 
a disaster for the farm community. 

But I can see it coming. There are only a 
handful of people speaking out now for 
farmers. That handful gets smaller every 
year as the farm community continues to 
shrink. Less than six per cent of the 
population is now actively engaged in 
producing food. 

It’s unfortunate, for instance, that

In December 1978, Parliament changed the 
Unemployment Insurance program. Changes 
starting July 1 mean that some people will 
have to work longer before they can qualify 
for Unemployment Insurance benefits. 


Please remember, these UI changes affect _ 
only those claims which start on or after 
July 1, 1979. And, the changes may or may 
not apply to you. So please read on to see if 
you are affected. : 


(You’ll find terms such as “Weeks of Work’, 
“Qualifying Period”, “Variable Entrance 
Requirement” (VER), and “Unemployment 
Rate” marked by an asterisk (*). For easier 
understanding, see the box “‘Explaining UI 
terms” at the end of this message.) 

Here are the details of those changes. 


_ Have you worked 20 weeks or more 
in your Qualifying Period*? 
If so, this message does nor apply to you. 
For you, the number of weeks you need to 
qualify for regular UI benefits and for U1 ill- 
ness and maternity benefits, or the one-time 
benefit at age 65 has not changed. 


Are you working for the 
first time? 
To get UI benefits, you will usually need 
20 Weeks’ Work*, no matter where you live. 
An exception to this would be if you were on

in your region (your local VER*) to qualify 
for benefits the first time. On your last claim, 
you drew 15 weeks’ benefits before going back 


"to work. Now, you would need the usual 12 


weeks, plus three “extra” work weeks. (That's 
the difference between the 12 weeks you need- 
ed to work and the 15 weeks of benefits you 
drew. In total you would need 15 Weeks’ Work” 
to qualify again within one year. The most 
anyone needs anywhere is 20 weeks of work 


- to qualify. 


Again, please remember, when the 
Unemployment Rate* in your area is over 
11.5 per cent, this rule won’t apply to 
you. You'll need only 10 Weeks’ Work* to 
qualify for regular Ul benefits. 


Other changes have been in 
effect since January 1979: 
© The weekly benefit rate was reduced to 60 
cent of your average insurable earnings 
(from 667/3 per cent). . 
© Most people employed for less than 20 
hours a week are no longer covered by UI. 


-e Higher-income claimants may have to 


repay part of UI benefits drawn in the 
1979 tax year. This will only affect people 
whose income, including UI benefits, 

is over $20,670. This will be explained 
when you get your 1979 tax return. 


These things haven’t changed: 
Just as a review, these points haven’t changed: 

© You may still get UI illness and maternity 
benefits and the special betiefit paid at 
age 65 if you’ve worked 20 weeks in your 
Qualifying Period*. : 

© There's still a two-week waiting period 
before UI benefits start. 

© To get regular benefits, you must still be 
available for and looking for work each day 
you are on claim. 

* ‘You must report any work and earnings 
while on claim. 


e You can be disqualified from getting 
benefits for up to six weeks if you quit your 
job voluntarily, you were fired for mis- 
conduct, or if you turned down a suitable 
job offer. 


You can still appeal a decision by UI to deny 
you benefits. 


Explaining UI terms: 
*Weeks of Work 
This means weeks of work that are insurable 
for Unemployment Insurance. Most 
employment of 20 hours or more a week 
is insurable. 


*Qualifying Period 
What UI calls your Qualifying Period is 
the 52 weeks before we start your claim. Or if 
you had a claim in the last year, it’s the time 
since that claim started. 


* Variable Entrance 
Requirement (VER) 

To qualify for Unemployment Insurance 
benefits, you must have worked from 10 to 14 
weeks in insurable employment during your 
Qualifying Period*. The exact number of weeks 
depends on the Unemployment Rate* in the 
economic region where you live. (See below.) 

If you don’t have enough weeks to qualify 
when you file your claim, we keep your applica- 
tion in the computer file. If the Unemployment 
Rate* changes so you then have the weeks you 
need, we will send you a notice. 


*Unemployment Rate 
For Unemployment Insurance, the 
Unemployment Rate used for each of the 48 
economic regions of Canada is nor the current 
monthly Statistics Canada unemployment rate 
in each region. It is a three-month:average

Ontario will introduce an annual season 
on raccoons this.fall in an effort to upgrade 
velt. quality. The new Regulation takes 
‘Meet July 1. 

Currently there is no season on raccoons, 
but when the new regulation comes into 
effect. raccoons can only. be hunted or 
trapped from October 15 to December 31 in 
any year. 

The new regulation is strongly supported 
by the Ontario Trappers Association. Alex

Monuments of Montreal 


The rich history of Montreal has’ 


produced over 70 monuments scattered 
about the city. They range from a simple 
stone cairn marking the site of the 
pre-Columbian Indian village of Hochelaga 
to an imposing and intricate homage to sit 
George-Etienne Cartier, one of the athers 
of Canadian Confederation. 

Soldiers and sailors dominate, but less 
hazardous occupations are also included-- 
statesmen, poets and even a figure skater! 

The city’s oldest monument is Horatio 
Nelson’s Column, which stands on Place 
Jacques Cartier in Old Montreal. 

Pre-dating the famous column in 
London, England, it was the first 
monument in the world dedicated to the 
English admiral and features a 2.4 m 
(eight-foot) statue atop 15 m (SO feet) of 
pillar and base. 

Sir John A. MacDonald, Canada’s first 
prime minister, has stood since 1895 south 
of Dorchester Boulevard, ‘‘guarded’’ by 
two Russian cannons captured at Sebasto- 


pol during the Crimean War. 


Facing Sir John from the other side of 
the Boulevard is Sir Wilfred Laurier, 
Canada’s prime minister from 1896 to 


1911. 
To the north, behind Sir Wilfred 


stands 
a nicely weathered statue of the Scottish

It was so breathtaking, it made you 
want=to run out and buy an expensive 
aluminum birdhouse. It looked that good. 

There was a picture in the Toronto Star 
in the spring of 1974 showing a -huge 
multi-story purple martin house, swarming 
with handsome birds renowned for their 
voracious appetites for mosquitos. ‘Each 
martin consumes 2000 pesky mosquitos 
everyday, making your backyard a pleasant 
qplace to relax."’ 

Well, that did it for my father, already a 
border-line birs watcher. He had been 
feeding less exotic birds like evening 

sbeaks and the colourless sparrows, 
ut the reward for his genorosity was white 
spatters on the back porch, roof, car and if 
he wasn’t careful, on his Sunday Suit. 
Here, at last, was a bird that would do 


him good, whose habits offered hours of 


interesting viewing. 
The purple martin, without a doubt, is

The 
males are a shiny purple colour, the 
females, a little duller in shade with dirty 
white chests. Naturalists call them 
‘desirable birds’, because they can serve a 
purpose to man. 
Where it all began 

The purple mdfrtin craze, if you can call it 
that, began in the early sixties in a small 
town in Ohio called Griggsville. The local 
Jaycees there decided mosquitos were 
ruling the town and wanted to do 
something about it. They shied away from 
a program to use chemical sprays, for 
many of the same reasons why people are 
fighting the use of herbicides™in 
schoolyards. A naturalist, J .L. Wade, 
suggested to the Jaycees that they might 
try to attract purple martins, known 
consumers of mosquitos, by buildings 
hurtreds of martin ‘apartments.’ 

Griggsville is now known as the ‘Purple 
Martin Capital of the World”, and has the 
world’s largest bird high rise in the centre 
of town. They put out a_ naturalist 
newspaper every month called the ‘Purple 
Martin News’, with subscribers across 
Canada and the United States. What began 
as a project to wipe out mosquitos has 
turned into a tourist and economic boom 
for the Ohio town. Think what would have 
huppened if Mr. Wade suggested they use 
Raid. 


A ‘scoop’ 

How can martins consume so many 
mosquitos? According to Mr. Ware, the 
martin’s short, triangular beak opens into a 
relatively large cavity which it uses as a 
‘scoop’? as it darts throu h the air, 
snatching large insects or gat ering large 
numbers of small ones. A sticky substance 
coats the inside of the martin’s mouth, and 
if a tiny insect hits it, the game is over. 

Man, as always, went overboard in his 
devotion for the creature. The martin is the 
offical bird in half a dozen states in the 
\J.S.. and is pampered excessively by the 
number of large and expensive bird houses 
available to them along their flight path 
from South America, where they fly for the 
winter, to as far north as Canada. 
Somewhere along the line, it was 
announced that martins would only settle 
for the expensive aluminum and stcel 
homes produced by a few cone in the 
States. The houses, on poles 15 feet in the 
air, are shiny inside and have tiny holes for 
air conditioning. No doubt, a martin house 
will soon be available with cable T.V. and 
hot and cold running water. 

So Dad was hooked. He sent away for a 
martin house and began a long, and 
sometimes heartbreaking relationship with 
the prince of birds. 

Soon, however, he discovered that the 
advertising somewhat exaggerated the 
qualities of the martin. They said ‘‘your 
martins have personality!’’ Well, that was 
true. Like people, the martins did come to 
inspect the building the first year, but the 
Mrs. didn’t like the neighbourhood, so off 
they went. ‘‘Martins are clean!’’ Also true; 
but so is a guest-bedroom if nobody comes 
to stay. ‘‘Martins will make friends with 
you!”” When he finally did get martins to 
stay, they would playfully divebomb

sing beautifully!!’’ Martins make a lot of 


noise around 6:30 in the morning to herald 


in a new day- usually two hours before 
you're ready to join them.

It took about two years before a couple 
finally came to stay. Because martins are 
extremely gregarious birds, they resented 
the fact that they were without company. 
although neighbours from a more 
successful martin house a few blocks away 
came to visit often. 

Dad's first crisis was with the sparrows. 
They, afterall, were here first, and decided 
to gang up on the martins. Well, Dad 
didn’t like that at all, especially not after 
spending a bundle on an even. bigger

martin house when the first one he bought 
proved to be a ‘dud’. Af first, he 
considered a small rifle. But after deflating 
a football on an errant shot, he gave up that 
approach. He then rigged a trap on the 
martin house, tiéing a string to a piece of 
wood over the doorway. In goes the 
sparrow, down goes the wood. But his 
children kept tripping over the string and 
the sparrows proved to be too smart. 
Compromise 
Fortunately, the same people who turn

martin houses are situated close to rivers 
and marshy areas, where mosquitos 
abound. 


bird houses into palaces also make 
fool-proof sparrow traps. Dad bought one. 
and every day, dozens of sparrows ell for a 
free crust of bread inside a mesh cage. He 
would then drive the unharmed birds to 
another location, usually miles away, and 
release them. Sparrows, you see, are not 
migratory birds and hate a tendency to 
stay put where they are. Sometimes in 
transport, however, they would get loose in 
the car. leading to all sorts of 
andemonium in the front seat. This, and 
amily admonishment, led _ to another 
compromise solution. He built several 
sparrow houses, ‘sub-standard housing” 
as he calls it,«and although martins and 
sparrows do not usually live in harmony, 
the experiment seems to be working. 
His first triumph with the birds was the 
birth of the first babies. When the babies 
are taught how to fly, about a dozen 
martins from the area congregate at the 
house, to protect it from predators that lurk 
in the neighbourhood, like our half-blind 
overweight dachshund, for instance. 
Oddly, martins are no match for sparrows 
(they're: pooped from flying from Puerto 
Rico, Dad explains), but a group of them 
will attack a hawk hundreds of feet above it 
there is a young martin learning to fly 
nearby. 
Early risers 
Martins first make an appearance 


around April 10-15 around here. These — 


birds are usually the scouts, the ones who 
decide ahead of time not to nest in our 
martin house. The martins in South 
America who get the wrong directions 
decide to nest in our backyard. Because 
they depend on flying insects, a sudden 
frost in April or May can mean death for 
martins. The martin manual advises 
force-feeding of raw hamburger to martins 


If eyes could starve, surely to goodness ~ 
Gary Garnett would be long gone waiting 
for some purple martins to stay in 
numbers. :

The site in Trenton was chosen along 
with Winchester, Ontario and St. Rosalie, 
Quebec. 

The impact on the area should be 
impressive, with the farmers reaping the 
benefits. It is estimated that the grain 
drying facility alone should save local 
farmers 15 cents per bushel in cost. As the 
consulting engineers said, ‘‘The market is 
there for us, all we need to do is supply it; 

At the present time, three silos have 
been completed or ate nearing completion 
with five remaining to be built. Two of the 
silos will measure twenty feet across by 
one hundred feet high while the remaining 
six will measure thirty feet across by one 
hunded feet high. The walls of the silos are 
six inches thick and consist of poured 
concrete reinforced by sheet steel and steel 
rods. The final storage capacity, which is 
expected to consist of mainly corn and 
wheat although other cash crops will be 
accepted, will be 500,000 bushels and is 
expected to double or triple the corn 

roduction in the area. In a time when 
‘pollution 1s a concern of everyone, this 
project received no objections from local 
residents because a high efficency filter 
will extract the dust from the grains and 
deposit it in bins. When they get into full 
operation, two trucks will be able to unload 
as quickly as they can spill their loads with 
the product then passin through the 
equipment at the rate of 2,500 bushels per 
hour. 

When shipments of crops begin coming 
to the elevators, daily reports\as to the 
hours for receiving individuals crops will 
be announced on the local radio stations. 
This means that corn may be taken to the 
elevators for the first three hours of a day, 
wheat may get two hours of each day to be 
drawn to the elevators while the remainder 
of the crops will also be allotted specific 
times when they will be handled by the 
elevator. The facilities for testing the 
moisture of the different crops will be 
available at the site with a higher moisture 
content getting a lower rate when it is 
being sold. 

The fact that these silos and elevator are 
located in this area could potentially give 
local farmers a whole new lease on life. 

Speculation can now become an everyday 
thing for a farmer to consider when he ts 
reparing to sell his crops. If he thinks that 

a may get a better price for his particular 
crop this year than he might next year, he 
can arrange to sell next year’s crop this 
year. If he also expects the crop value to be 
more next year, he can store it and sell it 


when and if the price goes Up OF, for that. 


matter; buy grain when it is most 
advantageous to him. In other words, local 
farmers will now have the opportunity to 
deal on the grain market. 

Beside the elevator, an Agromart store 
will also be located to serve the Trenton 
area which, to this point, has not had a 
store for this purpose. The store will be

If home owners don’t take precau- 
tions, birth trees can be devastated by two 
common pests--birch leafminer and bronze 


If the birch leafminer is at work, circular 
or irregular tan patches appear on the 
leaves. When seriously infected, the entire 
tree looks brown and wilted by mid-June. 
Injury isyaused by larvae feeding in the 
central léaf tissue. A second generation 
may appear in July but damage is usually 
less severe. 

+ The Pest Diagnostic and Advisory Clinic 
at the University of Guelph, funded by the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food, 
offers suggestions for partial control. An 
advisor, fessor C.B. Kelly, says that 
with proper equipment, large trees can be 

ayed with ma athion, Orthene, Sevin or 
Meta-Systox R. ‘‘Spray when the first 
leaves are fully’ opened for maximum 
absorption,”’ he says. ‘For better control, 
a second treatment will be needed in early

Sewage effluent 
for agricultural

Considerable interest has developed in 
western Canada in using sewage effluent 
as a source of moisture and nutrients for 
agricultural crops. 

Municipal wastewater is an inex ensive 
source of valuable plant nutrients. Most of 
these are present in both fast-release and 
slow-release forms, providing a continuing 
‘supply of nutrients to the crop. 

tudies at Agriculture Canada’s Re- 
search Stations at Swift Current, Sask. and 
Lethbridge, Alta. are continuing on the 
high salt content of wastewater and its 
bacterial quality. To prevent excessive 
accumulation of salts in the soil, 
over-irrigation is required. Also, studies 
have shown that fecal coliforms; the most 
reliable pollution indicator bacteria -- are 
destroyed by exposure to bright sunlight.

‘*Caution should be used because chemical 
treatment can cause further injury. to young 
or weak trees, or those transplanted within 
The paint-on treatment

because it will Kill the bark. Professor Kelly 
says he uses coloured thumb tacks to mark 
previous years’ applications. 

The bronze birch borer is far more 
destructive than the leafminer. In a few 
years it can kill European, white, and 
cut-leaved weeping birch varieties. The 
slender, white larvae bore into the 
sapwood, excavating crooked burrows. The 
insects’ exit holes sometimes exude sap. 
The. tree slowly’ strangles from lack of 
nourishment, causing yellowish or dying 
foliage at the tree tips. a 

Again, control is extremely difficult but 
Professor. Kelly gives helpful suggestions. 
**Keep the trees growing vigorously by 
adding fertilizer, mulch, or manure if the 
soil is depleted. In dry weather, soak the 
base of the tree with generous waterifig. 
Cut out and burn dead or infested limbs. If 
possible, plant varieties such as the native 
paper birch that are less susceptible. to 
severe attack.’”.
